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SOILS  AND  FERTILIZERS:  Prepare  the  compost  by  mixing  well  one-third  by  volume  of  manure 
and  well  decomposed  leaf  mold  with  the  balance  of  two-thirds  medium  heavy  loam.  Twice  a  month 
applications  of  commercial  fertilizer  is  necessary  during  the  entire  growing  periods  up  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  buds. 

RE-POTTING:  The  plants  should  be  shifted  into  6-inch  pots  when  bought  from  us  in  small  pots. 
Further  two  to  three  shif tings  into  larger  pots  are  required  during  the  season,  and  these  shifts  should 
be  made  before  the  plants  form  their  first  root  network  on  the  inside  of  the  pot. 

*TYING  AND  PINCHING:  In  training  an  heartshape  cascade,  the  main  growth  is  pinched  at  the 
top  when  the  plant  grows  to  5  or  6  inches  (as  in  Fig.  1).  The  leader  is  selected  from  one  of  the 
new  shoots  and  the  remaining  shoots  are  stopped  at  second  or  third  leaf  joints  (as  in  Fig.  2). 

When  the  main  leader  grows  to  about  12  inches  tall,  it  is  bent  from  about  the  middle  and  the 
end  tied  to  a  fairly  long  No.  10  size  galvanized  wire  which  is  bent  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees  (as  in 
Fig.  3).  The  supporting  wire  should  point  to  north  and  the  leader  must  be  tied  to  it  with  raffia  at 
least  every  seven  days. 

All  the  laterals  and  sublaterals  should  be  pinched  at  every  second  or  third  joints  as  in  Figure 
3  as  they  grow  until  around  September  15.  As  the  plant  increases  the  width  an  additional  support  is 
necessary  to  prevent  from  toppling  over  on  one  side  as  in  Figure  4.  The  main  leader  is  lowered 
gradually  so  that  it  will  be  in  the  horizontal  positition  around  September  15.  When  the  buds  begin 
to  form  the  main  stem  starts  the  gradual  vertical  bending  from  its  horizontal  level  with  the  surface  of 
the  plant  now  facing  south  (as  in  Figure  5).  Whe  i  the  buds  show  color  the  pot  is  placed  on  high 
position  so  that  the  sprays  will  not  touch  the  ground  and  bent  to  the  final  vertical  position.  (See  cut 
Jane  Harte.)

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CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS 
COMMERCIAL  AND  EXHIBITION  TYPES 


SOILS  AND  FERTILIZER— It  is  advisable  io  prepare  the  bed  early  by  spading  in  large  quantities  of 
well-decomposed  manure.  As  the  chrysanthemum  dees  better  under  slightly  acid  conditions,  a  certain 
amount  of  leaf  mold  or  peat  added  to  the  soil  will  bs  beneficial.  A  few  applications  of  commercial  ferti¬ 
lizer  are  necessary  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  stopping  when  the  buds  are  formed. 

When  the  plant  is  about  6  inches  tall,  the  center  or  the  main  growth  is  nipped  off,  as  in  Figure  (1) 
of  Cascade  Culture  on  page  9.  Then  the  plan  should  be  restricted  to  two  to  three  shoots  in  order  to 
obtain  larger  blooms.  For  the  late  blooming  varieties,  the  main  growth  of  these  shoots  may  be  nipped 
again  around  July  15th  in  order  to  regulate  the  height,  allowing  a  similar  number  of  new  shoots  to  re¬ 
main  to  a  plant.  For  the  large  anemones  and  pompons,  allow  6  to  8  growths  to  a  plant.  Other  cultures 
for  these  being  similar  with  larger  types. 


DISBUDDING  (see  drawing  above) — Commencing  when  the  plant  reaches  about  10  to  12  inches  tall, 
the  side  laterals  should  be  removed  very  close  to  the  base  (see  lowest  lateral  of  Figure  1  above)  at  reg¬ 
ular  intervals  of  about  once  a  week.  At  the  same  intervals  the  basal  shoots  should  be  removed  as  they 
appear.  The  procedure  of  "taking  buds"  depends  very  largely  on  the  variety  and  no  fast  rules  can  be 
given,  but  we  recommend  the  selection  of  buds  forming  after  September  10th  on.  The  final  selection 
should  not  be  made  too  hastily  nor  when  buds  are  very  small  (see  Figure  1).  It  is  advisable  also  to 
allow  an  alternate  bud  (see  Figure  2)  to  remain  until  one  is  certain  of  all  defects  when  final  selection  is 
made  (see  Figure  3  above).  This  procedure  will  enable  you  to  concentrate  the  entire  plant's  energy  in 
the  development  of  the  bloom. 
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PESTS — Common  insect  pests  and  diseases  are  thrips,  aphids,  leaf-tyers,  cut  worms,  mildews,  etc. 
Plants  should  be  examined  frequently  and  sprayed  with  proper  insecticides  as  recommended  by  dealers 
as  soon  as  these  pests  are  detected.  After  September  1st  we  recommend  spraying  the  plants  twice  a 
month  until  buds  begin  to  show  color. 

STAKING — Every  individual  stem  should  be  supported  with  stakes  or  by  other  means  to  hold  the 

blooms  upright. 


BUSH  OR  GARDEN  VARIETIES 

Under  these  types  are  pompons  and  buttons,  anemones,  singles  and  hardy  Koreans.  These  varie¬ 
ties  are  most  effective  when  grown  low  with  as  much  growth  as  possible.  This  is  obtained  by  pinching 
off  the  center  of  all  the  laterals  two  or  three  times  up  to  the  1st  or  10th  of  August.  This  method  will 
prevent  the  plants  from  toppling  over  too  freely  with  minimum  support.
